These charming little books had been very little studied and 
were almost unknown until the publication five years ago of 
the first part of “Trois Chansonniers Francais du XVe 
siécle” edited by E. Droz (Documents Artistiques du XVe 
siécle. Tome IV, Paris, 1927), which reprints the first fifty 
chansons of the Dijon manuscript. 


The present MS. comes easily second of the four in impor- 
tance: it contains 105 chansons as against 158 chansons in 
the Dijon MS., 55 in that at Wolfenbiittel and 33 in that at 
Copenhagen. But it is especially interesting as including no 
less than 54 chansons which are not found in any of the other 
three MS. : also in the case of some of the chansons (see below) 
the name of the composer has been written in the top margin.

At the beginning of the volume is an index on five leaves 
followed by a sixth blank leaf which completes the first gather- 
ing. Folios 7-100 are occupied by chansons with their music, 
nearly every page being decorated with an historiated initial 
and part border; folios 101-113 appear to be written by 
another scribe of the same date and are without decoration ; 
folios 114-134 are blank except for two leaves (ff. 119-120) 
which contain chansons without decoration; the last fifteen 
leaves are mostly by the second scribe, though three pages are 
certainly by the first and have historiated initials and part 
borders.

In connection with the Burgundian style of the MS. it is 
worth noting that at one time Dufay entered the service of 
Philippe le Bon, Duke of Burgundy, as music tutor to his 
son, the Comte de Charolais (afterwards Charles the Bold).

About 1446 Dufay was made Canon of Cambray where he 
remained surrounded by such pupils as Loyset Compére, the 
latest composer represented in this MS., until his death in 
1474, 


The most probable attribution of the arms painted in several 
places appears to be to the family of Garnier, several members 
of which were noted as men of letters during the 16th and 17th 
Centuries. 


The Chansons are almost all secular and written for three 
voices, and, perhaps, instruments, the upper part on the left- 
hand page and the Tenor and Counter-tenor on the right hand, 
in clear diamond-shaped notation on the five-lined stave. 

The secular as opposed to the sacred music of this school 
has been very little studied owing to the excessive rarity of the 
original sources.
